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synergy is not necessary to enable one to treat patients with a combination of the present 
Invention. The case cited by the Examiner relates to an obviousness rejection, not the 
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a supporting disclosure and to back up assertions of Its own with acceptable evidence or 
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need tor too applicant to go to the trouble and expense of supporting his presumptively accurate 
disclosure. See. MPEP 2164.04. 
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Applicants further assert that expet imerds in cell lines can be predictive. 
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Entry of this amendment and reconsideration and allowance of the claims are 
respectfully requested. 
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
